ent danger of a revolution in the

undergoing a severe test owing to the 
low price of sugar, and there is some 
talk, although not definite, of a repub- 
lic or annexation to the United States. 
The f|neeu is personally popular, a fact 
which has a tendency to keep down 
discontent, and it is possible any funda- 
mental change in tlie system of gov- 
ernment will be deferred until after her 
death. Nevertheless some foreign res- 
idents think that a crisis may come at 
anytime. Americans are not alone in 
favoring 
annexation to the United 


States, ninny of the natives being of 
the same view. 


A MEXICAN KKVOLUTION. 


Secret Bbbel Or^anlzatlona Forming In 


Many Plaoes. 


KAN AN-IONIO, Tex., Sept. 22.—Dr. 


Hutarcho Ornuas, the Mexican consul 
in this city, has received instructions 
from President Diaz to keep himself 
fully informed in regard to the progress 
of the revolution in Northern Mexico. 
Hut very little can bo learned of tho 
movements of the revolutionists, how- 
ever. They are known to be marauding 
between Mior and Matamoras, and it is 
reported they havo committed many 
depredations. 


The incendiary circular spread broad- 


cast by the revolutionists is having ef- 
fect, and secret rebel organizations Lire 
said to be forming in many places. 
These will join the uprising against 
Diaz when the opportunity offers. Thu 
Mexican officials claim that the present 
invasion was the result of the efforts of 
Gen. Samloval and Catrino Garcia. The 
latter was n particular friend of Gen. 
Martinez, who was assassinated a few 
months ago at Laredo, Tex., it is 
claimed, by hired aids of tlie Diaz ad- 
ministration. Thcro \va« no engage- 
ment near Monterey as reported. 


The Extra Session Was a Failure.

assembly adjourned yesterday after a 
twenty days' sitting. Outside of the 
passage of tho apportionment bill by 
which the democrats gain several ad- 
ditional seats in both houses and the 
adoption of some local laws, the BOS- 
sion has not been fruitful of important 
results.

her fa thlessuese, anel when the ghost had 
revealed the fact of the murder and hud 
given him a mission to perform, then it 
was that his whole nature changed and 
he became the relentless schemer and 
plotter to expose the murder of his father 
and visit vengeance upon those about 
him 
Mr Chnbb gave a careful analysis 


of the character anl quoted copiously 
from the works of eminent Shakespeare 
critics, taking exceptions to many of the 
conclusions advanced. In conclusion the 
leoturer paid a high tr.bute to Shakes

art w a close student and it IB a privilege 
and pleasure to hear him He will lecture

where in the interest of the general pub- 
lic the authorities must take prompt and 
if necessary vigorous action.
